THE IRISH TROUBLES. 
L o nd on, Jan. 14.—Gladstone, re p ly ­ 
in g to an inquiry as to the correctness 
o f a statem ent in Mr. Parnell's speech 
at Lim erick Sunday, that Mr. McCar­ 
thy communicated to Mr. Gladstone the 
m anifesto of Mr. Parnell before it was 
published, telegraphs th at the assertion 
Is untrue. 
McCarthy, he states, said 
th at he had a m anifesto but did not de­ 
scribe its contents. 
D u b l in , Jan. 14.—Mr. John Redmond 
has authorized the Dubliu Telegraph to 
state that ‘ the night before Mr. Par­ 
nell’s m anifesto was handed to the press 
it w as read by Mr. McCarthy in the 
presence of Mr. Parnell, Mr. Leamy, Mr. 
William Redmond, Mr. O’Kelly and him ­ 
self. 
Mr. McCarthy then 
informed 
Mr. Parnell th at Mr. Gladstone said 
th at if it was published he would im­ 
mediately flatly contradict it and dis­ 
pute Mr. Parnell’s memory as to the 
Hawarden conversation.” 
Mr. 
Red­ 
mond adds: 
“ My recollection of the 
incident is wholly inconsistent with 
Mr. McCarthy’s denial.” The Express 
of this city expresses the belief th at it 
is incredible th at Mr. Gladstone did not 
know the contents of the Parnell m ani­ 
festo. 
It is said th at the McCarthyites ex­ 
pect th at Mr. John Dillon on his return 
from the United States will signify his 
adherence to the faction of the Irish 
party which acknowledges Mr. Parnell 
as its leader. 
D u b l in , Jan. 14.—At a m eeting of the 
N ational League held here Tuesday Mr. 
Parnell was given an enthusiastic re­ 
ception. He was repeatedly greeted with 
cheers, and reiterated the statem ent 
th a t he had previously made to the effect 
th a t he informed Mr. Justin McCarthy 
as to the chief features of his m ani­ 
festo at least tw enty-four hours before 
it was published. 
During the course of 
his rem arks Mr. Parnell said th a t con­ 
spiracy and lying were, next to bill­ 
ingsgate, 
the 
prom inent 
features 
of 
his 
opponents’ 
resources 
and 
arguments. 
He 
said 
he 
outlined 
to Mr. 
McCarthy w hat are known 
As the four points of his manifesto. Mr. 
McCarthy twice told him th at he had 
consulted with Mr. Gladstone on these 
points, once when they were alone to­ 
gether and once in the presence of Mr. 
John Redmond. 
According to Mr. P ar­ 
nell, Mr. McCarthy said: “ All I can 
say, as I have already told you, is 
th a t Mr. Gladstone intends to deny, 
point blank, 
all 
your 
statem ents, 
which,” said Mr. Parnell, “showed th at 
Mr. Gladstone was aw are of the pro­ 
posed points of the m anifesto.” Mr. 
Parnell announced th at the subscrip­ 
tions to the N ational League funds 
since the last m eeting exceeded £5,000, 
showing th at the country is practically 
with him. 
The N ational League at Belfast held 
a m eeting Tuesday. 
A fter hours of 
noisy discussion the committee rescind­ 
ed the vote of confidence in Mr. Justin 
McCarthy which was adopted some 
tim e ago and then adopted a vote of 
confidence in Mr. Parnell, the vote 
standing 57 to 34. 
L o n d o n , Jan. 14.—Mr. John Morley 
in a speech at Newcastle said th a t w hat­ 
ever else m ight happen at the next gen­ 
eral election it was certain th at the dis­ 
sident party would cease to exist. The 
situation in England was a purely per­ 
sonal one, and as for Ireland her fut­ 
ure depended upon herself alone. 
“ I 
am 
authorized 
to 
say,” continued 
Mr. Morley, “th at after reading P ar­ 
nell’s speech at Limerick Gladstone 
m aintains th at he did not ask a binding 
assent to any proposal made at H aw ar­ 
den. 
He naturally nam ed to Mr. P ar­ 
nell various suggestions in order to im­ 
prove his knowledge of the field w ithin 
which the ex-M mister m ight confer 
w ith the consent of the Irish m em ber 
N either the constabulary nor the a r­ 
istocracy was mentioned at the H aw ar­ 
den interview and it was not proposed 
to hand over the judiciary to the B ritish 
Government for a decade or for any 
other period.” 
Mr. Morely denied positively th a t he 
had ever offered Mr. Parnell the chief 
secretaryship of Ireland. 
He ridiculed 
the idea th at home rule was dead, and 
declared th a t it was the duty of the 
Liberals to forw ard the movement by 
every legitim ate means in their power. 
Justin McCarthy in a communica­ 
tion to the Daily News (Liberal) says 
“Messrs. Parnell and 
Redmond have at 
tem pted to contradict me with regard to com­ 
m unications with Mr. Gladstone. 
On th a t 
point I am not merely the best, but the only 
authority. 
I did not Inform Mr. Gladstone 
of the contents of Mr. P arnell’s manifesto. 
I was asked to call on 
Mr. Gladstone to 
obtain 
assurances 
w ith 
regard 
to 
home 
rule. 
Mr. 
Gladstone 
acquainted 
me w ith bis opinions, wishes and willingness 
on the subject. Prom w hat he told me I was 
able to express to Mr. Parnell my conviction 
th at if his m anifesto were published Mr. Glad 
stone would be in a position to give certain of 
its statem ents a flat contradiction. T hat is the 
wbole story.” 


K ansas Farm ers Dying: from W ant. 
L a w r e n c e, 
Kau., Jan. 14.—J. H 
Shirley, of Northfield, Sherm an County 
in W estern Kansas, is in the city solic­ 
iting aid for the destitute settlers there 
He was appointed by a committee of 
starving farm ers who gave him as cre­ 
dentials a signed appeal for aid. The 
appeal says th a t their crops have failed 
for five years and th a t now they are 
actually dying from destitution, starv­ 
ing from w ant of food and freezing for 
w ant of clothing and fuel.

T o l e d o, O., Jan. 14.—At 6 o’clock 
Tuesday night a frightful accident hap­ 
pened on the Lake Shore railroad about 
four miles west of Clyde, resulting in 
the death of Milt Gilmore, G rant Flem ­ 
ing, Rube Babcock and Charles Ream, 
all farmers. 
The 
train 
was run­ 
ning at a high rate of speed, trying 
to m ake up lost time. 
The team 
draw ing the .sleigh containing the four 
men attem pted to cross the track ahead 
of the train and the engineer blew 
the whistle and rang the bell 
vio­ 
lently, 
but the 
men 
paid 
no a t­ 
tention 
to it. 
He at once put on 
the 
air 
brakes 
with 
such force 
as to 
throw 
the 
passengers 
out 
of 
their 
seats, 
but 
the 
train 
struck 
the 
party 
squarely, 
killing 
three of them and injuring the fourth 
m an so badly th at he died in a few 
m inutes. 
Gilmore and Flem ing were 
throw n fully IOO feet from the track 
and up against a fence. 
Flem ing was 
the only m arried man in the party. He 
leaves a large family in poor circum ­ 
stance. 
No blame is attached to the en­ 
gineer.

B ills for a Num ber o f Public Buildings 
Passed by th e Senate and H ouse. 
W a sh in g t o n , Jan. 14.—In the Senate 
Senator Brown (Ala.), on behalf of 
Senator Colquitt (Ga.), gave notice of 
an am endm ent to the financial bill 
abolishing the tax on State banks. 
Bills w’ere passed appropriating 875,000 
for a public building a t Fresno, Cal., 
and $100,000 for a public building at 
Joliet, 111. 
Senator Hale (Mo.) subm itted the re­ 
port of the census committee on the ap­ 
portionm ent bill. 
The committee says 
th at it approves the bill passed by the 
House, providing 
for 356 
members. 
Senators Davis (Minn.), Berry (Ark.) 
and 
Blodgett 
(N. 
J.) 
subm itted 
a 
m inority 
report 
in 
w hich 
it 
is contended th at New’York, M innesota 
and A rkansas are entitled each to an 
additional member, m aking the appor­ 
tionm ent 359. 
Senator .Sherman (O.) then addressed 
the Senate for three hours and a half on 
the financial bill. 
A fter several other speeches had been 
made for and against the free coinage 
am endm ent it was decided th at Senator 
Jones (Nev.), Ingalls (Ran.), Gibson 
La.) and Hiscock (N. Y.) should be al­ 
lowed to address the Senate in extenso 
to-day, beginning at IO o’clock, after 
which the ten-m inute debate should be 
entered upon. 
Adjourned, 
The House agreed to the Senate 
am endm ent fixing the lim it of cost for 
a public building at Davenport, la., at 
8100,000. The army appropriation bill 
was then taken up for discussion.

L a n s in g , Mich., Jan. 14.—Ex-Speaker 
D rekem a on Tuesday introduced a bill 
in the Legislature prohibiting the is­ 
suing of railroad passes to m embers 
under penalty of a fine of not less than 
81,000 or more than 810,000. The law 
also applies to all State officers and 
judges of courts of record. 
If the 
pass is accepted the recipient is liable 
to a like fine or one year’s im prison­ 
m ent, at the option of the court. 
Bills 
were also introduced to provide a uni­ 
form 
system 
of 
school 
text-books 
under State contract, and to abol­ 
ish the State Board of Corrections 
and 
Charities, 
the 
State 
W eather 
Service, the State Board of H ealth and 
the State Game W ardenship. 
Repre­ 
sentative Leach, of Tuscola, introduced 
a rem arkable bill to punish drunken 
ness. 
It provides th a t persons found 
drunk shall be fined not over 8100 for 
the first offense, double th at sum for 
the second, and treble for the third. 
For selling liquor to persons addicted to 
drink a like fine is imposed, w ith an 
alternative of im prisonm ent. Ju st how 
the symptoms of drunkenness shall be 
determ ined is laid down in the bill, and 
it is provided th a t a com m ittee of tw o 
under oath shall pass upon the intoxi 
cation of the individual arrested.
